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1. Mies MO Yun-suk, secretary to Helen XM, who was President af Thwa 
Christian College, was killed by North Korean troops in Seoul and her 
body was dragged by jeep through the streets of the city. She was 
previously a target of the Communists who were attempting to stop her 
arnti~-Communist work. 


2, PAK Sum-chor, who was a member of the South Korean National Assembly, was 
killed in Seoul. 


3. ‘Two members of the South Korean National Assembly: WON Sei-hun, and CHANG 
Kon-aang, who is from Pusan, have turned Comunist. KIM Kyu-sik, | 
who was closely associated with President RHEE during the times of the 
Korean Provisional Government, is aleo working with the Communists. 


4, CHO So-ang, leader of the Socialist Party, is remaining in Seoul. His 
activities are unknown. 
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
